The Glades sugar industry received powerful 
reinforcements last week in a growing fight with the 
U.S, Department of Agriculture to maintain the U.S. 
Sugar Act beyond 1974. 

U.S, Senators Russell Long of Louisiana and Wallace 
F. Bennette of Utah. the chairman and ranking 
minority members of the Senate Committee of 

‘Finances. sent a letter to President Nixon Thursday 
explaining the act's benefits, 

The committee on finances has jurisdiction over the 

ct. which is up for renewal this year and the Senators 

asked the President to make clear statements the 

government intends to support that renewal, 


Long and Bennett also asked Nixon for a statement 
to the 30 nations which import sugar that there are no 
plans to suspend the act by administrative action 

“during the current year. 

The strongly worded letter said these two statements 
should help stabilize the U.S. market price of Sugar. 
That price has jumped to 13.6 cents per pound this 
month over a high for the year of 1978 of 11.65. 

As of Friday, the world market price was 16.65 cents 
per pound in the Carribean but officials said the price

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The two senators said the U.S. market price has risen 
хо steeply over the past couple of months because of 
statements and policies made by Arthur Calcagnini, 
director of the U.S. Department of Agriculturé Sugar 
Division and Kenneth Frick administrator of the 
USDA Agricultural Soil Conservation and 
stabilization Service. 

| Calcagnini and Frick have said in several recent 


speeches they felt the Sugar Act should be eliminated, 
"placing it with a program along the lines of 
Agricultural Act of 1973.

South Bay Sewer 
Goes On The Line 


The South Bay City Commi 

sion learned іп а s 
meeting Monday night the city 
зем system’ is operational 
and city residents have 

received word they have 90 
days to hook up to thè lines, 

City Clerk Virginia Walker 
said there were about a dozen 
homes in the city which were 
either connected into ,the 
system or were being connect- 
ed and the plant is operating. 

The announcement came 
almost seven months after the 
July 10, 1973 target date for 
completion of the system by 
LaGrow Construction Co., the 
prime contractor in installing 
the city's first sewage treat. 
ment plant and system of lines 
and manholes. 

Ironically, this was one of the 
few meetings held by the 
commission in recent months 
when there was no one present 
in the audience to complain 
about the condition óf streets 
following the installation of 
lines. 

Mrs. Walker assured Commis- 
sioner Esther Berry the city is 
still witholding final payment 
to LaGrow until the commis- 
sion is satisfied LaGrow has 
left the streets in a satisfactory 
condition. 

The commission decided to 
look for an employe to tell the 
residents where they are 
supposed to hook up to the 
system, to collect hookup fees 
(of $15 per unit) and inspect 
the connections once they are 
made. 

Mrs. Walker said residents 
can either make the connec. 
tions themselves or can hire a 
professional plumber to do the 
Job for them. Information on 
the location of proper connec- 
tion points and specifications of 
connections can be obtained at 
the city hall. 

Major construction began on 
the system in 1972 and ended 
several weeks ago with minor 
adjustments and additions to 
the system coming within-the 
past few days, 

In another move, the commis. 
tion decided to purchase a road 


grader preparatory to taking 
over maintenance of city 
streets by city work crews, 

The decision was made when 
the commission learned City 
Building Inspector Max Harrel- 
le believes he can buy a used 
grader for approximately 
$5,000 but the commissioners 
left the purchasing price open 
but subject to their final 
approval. 

The commission also directed 
Police Chief August Dreeson to 
begin enforcing a standing city 
ordinance prohibiting “сот- 
mercial vehicles” from travell- 
ing on residential streets. 

The move came when 
Commissioner Berry proposed 
an ordinance prohibiting labor 
buses and heavy trucks from 
travelling on the streets, south 
of US27 on Palm Beach Road. 
“It's terrible,” she said. 
“Some of them go by and I 
know they're doing 45 or 50 
miles an hour and they make 
so much noise you can't sleep." 


Dreeson said he has already 
begun warning drivers of the 
buses and trucks to slow down 
but he would begin banning 
them from the side streets 
immediately. 

Miss Berry said the city 
would have to set up central 
loading zones where workers 
from the labor camps can be 
picked up to go to work. 

Commissioner Mayo said 
another reason for stopping 
the heavy traffic on the side 
streets is that the streets are 
paved with no more than an 
inch of asphalt, not enough to 
bear the heavy loads of the 
buses and trucks, 

"Tl be the first one to report 
it if I see anything larger than 
a taxi,” Miss Berry said, 

The commission had been 
expected to accept or reject 
the resignation of Mayor John 
Deaton but decided to table 
the matter until the next 
regular meeting on Tuesday 
night.

line, that about 40 other 

contractors were already 
threatening to sue, 

“I'm very sorry,” the supplier 
was reported to have said, “but 
I can't deliver the chain when I 
can't get steel to make it.” 

Mallery said the chain is 
Supposed to be used to drive 
large paddles “in the plant's 
settling basins, 

He said the city can't take 
legal action against Webb 
because Webb's contract car- 
ries a clause, demanded by all 
bidders for the job, that the 
contractor can't be held liable 
for not completing the job on 
schedule because he can't get 
materials. 

The city manager said all the 
contractors bidding on the job 
apparently expected the shor- 
tage of materials when the bids 
were advertised, 

In the meantime, the morator: 
ium placed on new sewerage 
connections effectively stops 
anyone from moving into new 
housing since the county health 
department won't issue per- 
mits to install septic tanks, 

Mallery said the supplier 
reportedly told Webb Con. 
tracting not to expect the chain 
before Feb. 28, 

Despite the delays, however, 
The Richmond Co. of Belle 
Glade was working this week 
to install sewerage lines in the 
Southwest section, although 
homes in the subdivision can't 
be hooked ир until the

"that we won't know what 
we're going to need there until 
we have the modifications to 
this plant completed and have 
it in full operation. 

"We have projections on what 
the modifications to *he plant 
and rehabilitation ut sewage 
lines will do for us," he said, 
“but projections and reality are 
sometimes two different th- 
ings.” 

The present treatment plant 
was originally designed to have 
a capacity of one million 
gallons per day and modi 
tions are supposed to increase 
that capacity to 1.5 million 
gallons per day. 

"But we. have had in the 
past," Mallery said, "3 million 
gallons a day pass through the 
plant.” 

Most of the excess was due, 
he said, to infiltration of 
ground water into the sewer. 
age lines, which had deterio- 
rated to the point in some 
cases where the lines passed 
more ground water than 
sewage into the plant. 

A large portion of the older 
lines were inspected and 
repaired last year during a 
general rehabilitation project.

The idea to let the act die instead of extending it past 
the end of the year would mean the United States 
would go on the world market, where an estimeated 
fen per cent of the world's sugar is sold today. 

One: report has it that Caleagnini had the idea а 
couple of years ago, when the price of sugar on the 
world market fell to less than 4 venis a pound while 
the U.S, price held at 9, 
Sounds like a good way to lower the price of sugar on 
xtocery shelves around the country, right? Wrong. 
While the world market price of sugar often does 
fluctuate to a lower price than the price per pound on 
the U.S, market, it also goes much higher. 
is that during 1973, the world market 
? cents per pound while the 0.5, market 

cents per pound. 

Xs of Friday, sugar was running 13.5 cents per pound 
on the U market and 16.65 on the world market. 

And that isn't even an accurate gauge because you 
would have to айс another 1.75 cents per pound for 
freight and insurance to import it into the U.S., 
making the equivalent world price a whopping 18.5 
cents per pound. 

That's an even nickel more per pound for raw sugar. 

And people in a position to know say the U.S. price 
wouldn't be as high as it is,if it weren't for policies 
instituted and statements «made by Calcagnini and 
Frick. 

Who would get hurt if the government decides to kill 
the Sugar Act? You do. We do. The little man.
